Statement That Anti-Trust Bill 
Must Conform to His Ideas 
to Be Acceptable.

Senator Declares Roosevelt Is | 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—Senator Hoar is 
aroused over the President's wants.“ In 
the Senate yesterday af ternoon he delivered | 
a scorching speech of criticism that arqused . 
general interest. 

After Senator Hoar had finished, Senator 
Spooner said, with sarcastic emphasis: 

Mr. President, the senator from Massa- 
chusetts is absolutely right, of course. I 
move that the Senate do now adjourn.” 

The exisiting tension was given an extra 
twist by the President's sending for Re- 
publican leaders of the Senate and reading 
to them the riot act. 

He told them flatly that he would not ac- | 
cept a milk-and-water anti-trust measure. 

He said he would be satisfied with no bill 
that should not curb the trusts and mean 
exactly what it should purport to be. 

After explaining that the situation regard- 
ing corporations end monopolies was daily 
becoming more aggravated, rather than im- 
proved, the President said nothing short of 
decisive action would be acceptable to him. 

He would consider nothing but the bills 
proposed by Attorney-General Knox under 
his direction as adequate to meet the re- 
quirements. There might be changes in 
phraseology, but the substance must re 
main. 

He announced to Senators Aldrich and 
Spooner in so many words that he would 
call an extra session of Congress if satis- 
factory anti-trust legislation was not se- 
cured before March 4. 

In anwering the President's arguments, 
Senator Aldrich said that the Républican 
national committee had made certain 
pledges and these must be observed. 

It was incumbent upon the President to 
carry out all party promises. 

PRESIDENT’S BOLD DEFIANCE. 

This brought out a most vehement state- 
ment. 

The President declared that in the Phila- 
Gelphia convention he was givén second 
place against his earnest protest. 

The convention was in such hot haste to 
nominate him that he was not required to 
make any

We.nesday 
afternoon Buckley drank freely. By night 
he was in a desperate mood.

THAT TEN-DAY RULE, 
The Post-Dispatch regrets that through a spirit of fairness, 

and at the suggestion of Lieut.-Gov. Lee, it was misied into 
giving Mr. Leo credit for the ten-day rule reported by the rules 
committee and adopted by the Senate. The mistake is the more 
to be regretted because it has thrown upon Mr. Lee the great 
burden of writing letters disclaiming the credit and expressing 
his amazement at the folly of the newspapers which have de- 
scribed him as the author and principal promoter of that ex- 
cellent rule. 
Of course, in describing Mr. Lee as the author and principal 

promoter of the ten-day rule in the Senate, the Post-Dispatch 
did not intend to convey the impression assumed by Mr. Lee 
that he was the originator of all ten-day rules, but merely that 
he was the originator and promoter of the movement to estab- 
lish this particular rule in this Missouri Senate.

‘upon the following statement, published over his name in 

the Republic: “I knew this (the rules committee) to be an ab- 
colutely safe committee, and asked each member of it if he 
would favor the adoption of the ten-day rule to bring bills out 
of the committee and prevent them from being pigeonholed, 
pocketed or smothered.

The fire of the German squadron 
was terrific, but the little fort, with 
its rather obsolete, small guns, replied vig- 
orously, and the cannonading was inces- 
eant for several hours. 

A number of persons were killed on shore, 
and the little village of San Carlos, which 
has grown up about the fort, was almost 
totally destroyed, being set on fire by the 
exploding German shells. 

The fire of the Vineta was the most de- 
structive. Her 6-inch guns threw projectiies 
into the fort with precision, and for a time 
silenced the Venezuelan batteries. But ait 
| intervals, during the whole bombardment, 
the guns of the fort were kept in action. 
. 80 far as known on shore the Germans did 

not suffer seriously, although shells were 

‘geen to explode near the ships. 

One of the sh Ils thrown by the Vineta ex- 
| ploded in a rampart of the fort, disabling 
‘a gun and killing and wounding all of the 
kun crew. 

Panic prevailed in the town of San Carlos, 

which has a number of German residents. 
| The latter bitterly denounced this action 

of their country ships in bombarding a 
town without formal notification of their 
intentions. 

This was the second attack made by the | 
Germans on this fort. In the first, the 
gunboat Panther, which was alone, fared 
badly, and was compelled to withdraw by 
the accurate fire of the fort’s guns. 

6. - inch quick fir- 
guns, eight inch quick firing guns, 
a. 4unch and ten 14-inch quick firers and 


guns. 

The Falke carries eight %9-Inch quick 
firing guns and four one-pound revolving 
cannon. 

The Panther is the gunboat that shelled 
Fort San Carlos last Saturday afternoon for 
one hour and was obliged to retreat because 
of the fort’s fire. She is armed with eight 
$.4-inch and six 1.4-inch quick firing guns 
and two machine guns. 

The three ships carry about 1000 men. 


GERMANY’S ACTION IS 
PUZZLING WASHINGTON 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—Minister Bowen 


was shown the Post-Dispatch's specia! 
story from Caracas on the second bombard- 


ment of Fort San Carlos this morning. He 
refused to discuss the news in any way. 

The general situation is not affected by 
the bombardment in so far as Minister 
Bowen's mission is concerned. 

There are, however, two viewpoints for 
looking at the movement. The bombard- 
ment may have been due to some local dis- 
turbance not known here, and, and if that 
is the case, nothing will come of it. , 

However, if the bombardment was long 
continued and had for its object the looting 
of the fort or killing of Venezuelans, it is | 
realized here that the commanders of the | 
German ships would not take part in such 
action without direct and positiye orders 
from Berlin. 

The German commanders have no initia- 
tive in a case like this. If they moved up 
and bombarded the fort deliberately and 
without a looal provocation, they were or- 
dered to Go so by the German government. 

In that event, there might easily be im- 
portant developments in which this govern- 
ment would figure. 

It is improbable thatt here will be an of- 
ficial inquiry at this time for the reasons 
for the bombardment. The state depart- 
ment will await full particulars and will 
examine into the case. 

If it is dissovered that the bombardment 
was not due to local conditions, the incident 
will be placed on the list of others of the 
same kind ‘or a reckoning later. 

The state department and the world will 
know in a short time what the attitude of 
Germany is. All the powers have been 
asked to relieve the blockade pending peace 
negotiations. 

If Germany means to deal fairly with 
Venesuela, negotiations will be begun wi 
Mr. Bowen for g settlement.
